‘‘AUDIO-VISUAL”’ MEETING 


The March 7 Local Program by Eliza- 
beth Golterman and Marvin Beckmann 
was a tremendous success, as all who 
attended agreed. Their ‘open house’ at 
the Division of Audio-Visual Education 
was so well planned and so well arranged 
that the evening flew by before one 
could take advantage of all there was to 
see and hear. The mounted specimens, 
the bird song records, slides, motion pic- 
tures, paintings, prints, and film strips— 
all these educational aids which are 
available to St. Louis school children at- 
tracted eager attention. 


Yet to many Club members the high- 
light of the evening was the opportunity 
to see for the first time on public exhibit 
the L. R. Ernst collection of natural 
science books and photographs. This 
collection, now owned by Miss Lucy Elli- 
ott, has been formally offered and accept- 
ed as a loan to the Division of Audio- 
Visual Education, of the St. Louis Board 
of Education. In so doing Miss Elliott 
has aimed to make this collection, per- 
haps the most outstanding of its kind in 
the middle west, available for reference. 
research, and browsing, by all serious 
bird students, in a location where they 
would be well cared for and easily ac- 
cessible. These books and photographs 
are available for use at any time during 
the regular schedule of the Division. 
upon request. Miss Elliott, in setting 
up this memorial exhibit of the L. R. 
Ernst collection, plans to continue add 
ing to it important new natural science 
books, as they appear. Members of the 
Club are sincerely grateful to Miss 
Elliott for making the resources of this 
distinguished collection available for use 
of bird students in the St. Louis area.

Park walk; and it is estimated that it 
comes at the very peak of the migration 
season, for the St. Louis area.

DR. ALFRED M. BAILEY 


On February 21, Dr. Alfred M. Bailey, 
long a favorite with St. Louis audiences, 
pvesented a distinctive motion picture 
program on “Where the West Begins”.

Dr. Bailey was introduced by Dean 


William G. Bowling of Washington Uni- 
versity, Club member, and Director. 

While in St. Louis, Dr. Bailey was the 
guest of Stratford Lee Morton, President 
of the Academy of Science, visiting vari- 
ous civic cultural centers. In a letter 
to Mr. Morton, which was prominently 
quoted by local newspapers, Dr. Bailey 
stated that St. Louis should have a mod- 
erm museum of natural history, which 
would doubtless attract over 1,000,000 
visitors annually.
